Colorado Breeds Her Own Grand Champions 


The Yosemite with its mighty peaks and wat- 
erfalls and the earth’s oldest and tallest trees 
may rank high among the world wonders, how- 
ever the 1930 National Western Fat Stock Show 
for the moment at least eclipses this grandeur 
and loveliness in the hearts of all Doddie enthus- 
jasts and more especially may this be said of Miss 
Katheryn Spatz, high school girl of 14, hailing 
from the dry land section of Colorado and whose 
home is in the vicinity of Arriba. Miss Kath- 
eryn’s name is pronounced “Spots.” She is a true 
representative of that thrifty, frugal pioneer ele- 
ment that has so earnestly and tenaciously, and 
more or less successfully, attached itself to the 
desert district of Southeastern Colorado—believ- 
ing heart and soul in the land. 

Few Calf Club projects are carried out in 
this section, chiefly because of lack of the right 
sort of cattle to start with and secondly because 
of the lack of grain for finishing purposes. Fort- 
unately there are a few Aberdeen-Angus enthus- 
iasts in the vicinity of Arriba, among them one 
ludwig Dietz, thrifty, energetic sponsor of good 
farming and Aberdeen-Angus cattle whose near 
thirty years in that country has permitted the 
building of a splendid breeding herd of Doddies. 
It was from this herd that Katheryn Spatz se- 
lected a sleek black calf that was within a year 
to make her the most happy young lady at the 
= Western Fat Stock Show and likewise to prove her best 

er. 

Major Spatz fared pretty well in the hands of Katheryn even 
though she lived in a dry land country. His ration consisting 0 
corn stalks and bean straw grown locally. This was supplemented 
with cotton seed cake, barley and Steer Fatina and a liberal 
amount of attention at the hands of Katheryn. To this combina- 
tion he responded splendidly and proved himself able to cope suc- 
cessfully with those of his kind, regardless of color or tribal con- 
et when he faced them before Judge Gramlich at the Denver 

ational. 

It would be unfair while giving all this glory to Katheryn for 
us to pass without notice her brother Kenneth whose Aberdeen- 
Angus calf selected from the Dietz herd also, stood at third place. 
Kenneth had been a good pal throughout this year’s feeding ex- 
perience of this young lady and it was fine that his good calf could 
stand even at third place. It was a long string of calves, this 
first group out—nearly eighty head in all—Herefords predominat- 
ed, Shorthorns were next in numbers and the Aberdeen-Angus had 
out twenty head—quite in the minority and yet when the judge 
had finished his work it was found that the class was not all head- 
ed by an Aberdeen-Angus but that three of the top four wore black 
hides. Likewise six out of the top eight were of this dark hue. It 
was a great day for the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 

Surely it was a great showing when six head out of a total en- 
try of twenty could be shown courtesies among the first eight 
places in competition with all breeds and cross breeds. Those who 
admire the Aberdeen-Angus breed should take note of this accomp- 
ishment. It is a fine talking point to present to those who are un- 
decided which breed they should adopt and foster. The boys and

That’s the story sent out from the 1930 Denver National West- 
ern Stock Show. Little did the vast crowd that filled the arena 
and the seats above the walk think when the great lines of Short- 
horns and Herefords stood along the walls, most utilizing the en- 
tire arena that those hosts of beautiful calves were to be deprived 
of the grand championship honors by one of the ebony youngsters 
that had been crowded over to the far end of the show ring. Never- 
theless that is just what happened. The prettily colored contend- 
ers» each breed for himself, selected a champion and a reserve 
champion, the pair to defend its respective colors in the finals. 
These calves had been care- 
fully selected and whoever 
did the judging left nothing 
undone to bring out the best s . ' ae 
that could be found. S “ae 

Over in the corner, 
crowded almost out of the 
ring were smaller classes 
of Aberdeen-Angus calves. 
There were from four to 
twelve in each class, a mere 
handful as compared with 
the long strings of contend- 
ers representing the other 
breeds, and yet Prof. Bell, 
from Manhattan, was able to 
select from so few in num- 
bers the calf that was to be 
the champion of his breed 
and likewise the grand cham- 
pion over all breeds for the 
1930 Denver National. 

This calf Elmere Lad a 
yearling fitted and shown by 
the Colorado Aggies, is a 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
from the herd of Dr. W. B. 
Lutes, of Merino, Colorado. 
Therefore he is a Colorado 
product from start to finish. His contender for the championship 
was found in Jas. B. Hollinger’s first prize calf, All Irenmere, that 
finally was satisfied to hold the reserve ticket in the breed show. 

The champion and the reserve champion of the Hereford, the 
Shorthorn and the Aberdeen-Angus breed. came forward to greet 
the packer committee composed of H. F. Blayney, Branch Curtis 
and E. T. Davis, all of the Denver Yards. The six fell in line, 
and lo a stranger appeareth, a low set, shaggy, long horned, long 
haired white beast from the highlands. This unusual visitor at- 
tracted quite a bit of attention but gave the judges no serious 
thought. 

The committee entered the arena, passed quickly back of the 
champions, then went around in front. “Take that Black one to 
the top” said one of the committee as he pointed to Elmere Lad, 
the Aggie steer that had twice the last season defeated Lucky 
Strike, the recent International grand champion steer that sold at 
the world’s record price of $8.25 per pound to the J. C. Penney Co. 
Once he met and defeated Lucky Strike at Wichita, Kansas. and 
another time at the American Royal. This time he appeared out- 
— in his class and in this grand championship competition 
as well. 

Some little time was consumed by the committee in the selec- 
tion of a reserve grand champion. For a time it looked like Mr. 
Hollinger’s calf All Irenmere might be chosen for the part. Frank 
Smith was showing the whiteface steer for the Colorado Aggies 
and succeeded in crowding the second black calf down into third 
position but not until the judges had argued the matter to some 
extent. Showing conclusively that the Aberdeen-Angus breed al- 
though fewer in numbers was playing a strong hand for a clean 
sweep and all the honors that this show could grant. 

The judgment of these packer men was upheld in excellent 
form when Swift & Co., purchased for the National Market in Den- 
ver the grand champion steer at the record price of $1.60 per 
pound, shattering all former National Western records and setting 

a new high mark.

Mr. Wicks, Professor Duck and the live stock judging team from Syracuse University 
inspecting the new herd bull to be used on the pure bred herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle at Sylvan Lea Farm.

On a sunny October morn two yoke of oxen plodded slowly 
down South Salina street in Syracuse, New York. Through the 
thickest traffic they wended their way hauling a shiny new cart 
with a man, dressed not at all like an ox driver, atop the wagon 
holding the whip with which he directs the beasts. That is the 
picture that hundreds of Syracusans stopped to stare at. Motorists 
honked and small boys jeered but the four oxen paid not the slight- 
est heed as they stopped and started at the command of the driver. 

Everyone wondered what was the big idea. Some suggested 
that it was only an advertisement for a new breakfast food and 
others came forward with the idea that it was to hail a new movie. 
But they were all wrong, for Percy Beardsley, of Roxburry, Con- 
necticut, was only delivering four oxen to S. D. Wicks, owner of 
Sylvan Lea farm, south of Onondaga Hill. The beasts were un- 
loaded at the South West street freight house of the New York 
Central railroad and what better way was there to deliver them to 
the farm than to drive them, Mr. Beardsley wanted to know. 

Mr. Beardsley is a son of N. P. Beardsley, breeder of pure 
bred Devons for forty years. Father and son sold oxen to Henry 
Ford recently to lend the quaintness Mr. Ford wanted preserved 
in his Wayside Inn at Sudbury, Massachusetts. Mr. Wicks pur- 
chaser of the four oxen is a breeder of registered Aberdeen-Angus 


cattle and Berkshire swine. 
He also feeds high class 
steers at his Onondaga Hill 
farm where this span of 
oxen will be used in the 
general farm work. 

Mr. Wicks has from 
time to time carefully se- 
lected seed stock for his 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
herd until he now has one 
of the best collections of 
breeding cattle to be found 
anywhere.

At the conclusion of these discussions Mr. Wicks was asked to 
outline his proposed method of handling these calves. In reply he 
said: “The steers are to be kept on pasture and mixed hay until 
December 1st. During this time they will also be fed a small 
amount of the following mixture: 100 pounds crushed oats, 100 
pounds shelled corn, 100 pounds wheat bran, 25 pounds linseed oil 
meal and 25 pounds cottonseed meal. After December ist they

674 head of cattle. The average price received was $248 83 
head as compared with an average price of $170.00 per heat 
1928. This is the highest average that has been secured since 1991 
when all cattle sold at auction at an average of $272.30 per on 
There were 178 bulls sold at an average of $296.80 per head and th 
496 females averaged $211.44 per head. The highest priced bull 
sold during the year was Revolution 45th, Junior champion at th 
recent International Live Stock Exposition and sold in the Harr. 
son & Ryan sale at $2,550.00. The highest priced female was Polo 
Pride E. sold in the same sale for $750.00. These prices are ind. 
cative of the improved conditions in the pure bred cattle business 
as compared with the last few years. Cattle are beginning to as- 
sume their rightful price levels. There is but one thing now to 
guard against and that is the matter of credit. Prices can go along 
into still higher levels with safety and an assurance that they will 
prove even more profitable. It matters not what one pays for the 
kind of a breeding cow he wants just so long as he pays cash and 
that is the basis that our cattle operations should be placed upon, 
It is sound and healthy now, so let’s keep it that way. A thousand 
dollars and up for herd bulls that build is not at all out of line. 


Commercial cattle breeders in the Argentine figure that it is good — 


business to purchase herd bulls that cost from two to ten thousand 
dollars each to be used in their herds exclusively for the purpose 
of improving the quality of the beef. Why then should Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders hesitate to pay similar prices for bulls of sufficient 
quality and breeding to head high class pure bred breeding plants? 
Everything points to a marked increase in valuations for 1930, and 
it is about time.

Seripps has strictly forbidden 
such practices and now of- 
fers any judge who has had 
an opportunity to judge our 
cattle at the various fairs 
and shows $5,000.00 to come 
forward and prove that this 
statement is not true. 

- It has been rumored that 
the 4-H Club boys have been 
active in fixing their Club 
calves. If such a — is true 
these young people are in no 
way to blame, for if they did 
the work themselves they 
have had some very clever 
advice from some unscrupu- 
lous trainer. 

I had quite a long talk 
with Mr. Will Johnson, of the 
Shorthorn World, while in 
Chicago two years ago about 
this very subject. After hear- 
ing my viewpoint on this 
matter he read to me the 
manuscript for an article which he intended at that time to pub- 
lish. For some reason or other he did not publish it or at least I 
did not see it if he did. Just now I wish I had the ability to ex- 
press myself on this subject in the way Mr. Johnson did in his arti- 
cle. ong ha _ _ the manuscript and if he did not use it two 
years ago that he will do so at this time. 

It is time for every breeder of registered cattle to take this 
matter seriously. There is no doubt but that there has been more 
or less of this done for some time. Besides being very unfair com- 
petition in the show ring it is a great deal worse when some new 
breeder who has not yet learned of these methods of trickery wants 
to purchase a herd bull, and probably does purchase one that has 

n fixed. Pays a good price for the bull, takes him home, feels 
very proud of his purchase and then to have someone tell him all 
ay are game and he learns for the first time that he has 

n fooled. 

When Mr. Scripps first learned of this fixing business, about 
two years after he had started his herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
or some time in 1919, he was so disgusted with the business that 
he nearly gave it up.

given all they will eat. Their supplemental 
feed will consist of the following mixture: 
500 pounds linseed oil meal (old process), 
500 pounds cottonseed meal, 380 pounds mo- 
lasses, 540 pounds ground barley, 140 
pounds wheat bran and 20 pounds salt. This 
supplemental mixture will be mixed at 
home, and fed at the rate of one pound per 
390 pounds live weight. At no time regard- 
less of weight will the steers ever receive 
over three pounds of the supplemental mix- 
ture. These cattle will be finished prime 
and be sold at one of the following markets 
—Springfield, Mass., public auction follow- 
ing the Eastern States Exposition; proposed 
auction at the New York State fair; local 
buyers; New York Butchers’ Association or 

Buffalo Market.” 

Under such a diet there could be no 
guessing as to results. As stated above the 
feed was changed December 1st. The steers 
were weighed up on the second showing an 
average weight of 484% pounds. Again on 
January 2d they were weighed, showing a 
total of 11,320 pounds or an average of 566 
pounds. Making a monthly gain of 81% 
pounds each or 2.7 pounds per day. As two 
pounds to two and one-half pounds is con- 
sidered a good daily gain, Mr. Wicks has

have some rations suggested for older 
calves, yearlings, hogs, growing pigs and 
brood sows: : 

“For fattening calves, you will find bar- 
ley alone plus 10 per cent of linseed oilmeal 
or any mixture of barley and oats in which 
the oats does not comprise more than half 
the ration along with the linseed meal to 
be a suitable grain ~ixture for fattening 
any kind of cattle. Such a ration will give 
better results if clover or alfalfa hay can 
be fed as a roughage rather than some 
poorer kind of hay. You can use barley as 
the principal grain in feeding all kinds of 
hogs to good advantage also. ; 

“Hogs must have a different protein sup- 
plement, however, than cattle. Hogs should 
have skimmilk, buttermilk or tankage, as 
the principal protein supplement. If either 
skimmilk or buttermilk is available, tank- 
age need not be used. If the milk is not 
available, the ration for growing pigs 
should include about ten per cent of tank- 
age or a mixture of tankage 50 per cent, 
linseed oilmeal 25 per cent, alfalfa meal 25 
per cent. 

“A little oats can be used along with the- 
barley for the growing pigs, but I. would 
not put more than 25 per cent of oats into 
the ration for growing pigs. Brood sows 
and herd boars can be fed more heavily on 
oats, but will do a little better if barley is 
used as the principal part of the grain ra-
